The Institution oAres its beginning to the great re- 
form movements ot the last century. The people of 
Kentucky were divided on the question of --lavt-ry, many 
ot those that had themselvea iakaritad slaves being op- 
posed to slavery aa an institutiea. Goaeral Caasius M. 

Clay was a leader in thi inov eniMl iOT gr.nliial . iiianri- 
pation. He noted the fact that tka people ot the moun- 
taiae owaod laad, but did aol alaivM, aad determin- 
ed to found in the edge of the mMMlBins a settlement 
in which free-speech could be maietained. .\i his invi- 
tation Rev. John G. Pm, of Bracken County, in 1853, 
founded an anti-slavery union church, out oi whi( h grew 
the village and College of Berea. The school began 
in 1855, and Principal John A. R. Rogers coming soon 
after eatabliabed the College aad Preparatory Depart - 
maata. Moba and peraecutioM fallowad, bat Ike tchoul 
prospered until ior< il>ly suspeadad iaal before the war. 
Ita iaflMBce did much lowaad kaldlag Kaatucky m the 
Uaioa. The battle of Kickmea d . Aag. 30, iMt. caused 

a se< end exodus of the Herv-a teachers, but they con- 
tinued to make payineai!, for the college laud even 
dariag tka tiaM ia wkich they could not set fix>t on it ! 
In i86q came President Henry Fairchild and the col- 
lege work was resumed and other departments added.
